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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 10, 12-22 and 24-72 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Olive et al (4,093,852) [submitted by applicant]. 

Olive et al in figures 1-6 teach a solid state device that shows picture frames 
. containing a light sensing region and a light emitting region scanned by a laser beam for 
each picture frame displayed, in the presence of an applied electric field by causing 
charge carriers to flow from the light sensing region to the light emitting region. 



3. Claims 10, 12-22 and 24-72 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Reichman (4,908,584) [newly cited]. 

Reichman in figures 1-6 teach a solid state device that shows picture frames 
containing a light sensing region and a light emitting region scanned by a laser beam for 
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each picture frame displayed, in the presence of an applied electric field by causing 
charge carriers to flow from the light sensing region to the light emitting region.
